z. The activities of the Office of Security during the 
bbe of 7 - 13 February 1986 were highlighted by the following 
tems: 


a. The External Activities Branch reports a 
33 percent increase in receipt of outside activity 
approval request forms during the calendar year of 
1879 versus 197%. This increase is due in large 
part to the efforts of the Security Education Group, 
whose officers have, during security briefings, 
stressed the necessity for the reporting of out- 
side activities.
